Bmith, without being alarming, is suf- 
ficiently dangerous to excite anxiety. 
Evidently the Boers are trying to re- 
peat their Dundee tactics. Roughly es- 
timated, they have 17,000 men, as against 
12,000 British, 


General White has the better artillery, 


but his is of lesser range. 
The delay in 


the Boer attack is reported to be due to 
the non-arrival of Commandant Jou- 
bert's column. 
This has given the 


British a much-needed respite, 
after 


their recent exertions. 


Everything, it is now considered, 


hinges upon General White's resources 
and judgment. 
Nothing is known re- 


garding the progress of the defensive 
works for the protection of Ladysmith. 


The cens»rship Is more active than 


ever. 
According to The Daily Chron- 


icle's correspondent, "the new reg- 
ulations limit the number of words al- 
lowed for press messages to one-fourth 
the number allowed before." 


Farmers in the neighborhood of Lady- 


smith have left their farms and stock 
at the mercy of the Boers, and are con- 
gregated in the town., 
The two guns 


the Boers have moused are powerful 
weapons. 
They are the ones used in 


ehellmg Dundee, and it is a matter of 
considerable surprise how they managed 
to transport such heavy pieces. 


Again it is reported that President 


Kruger accompanied General Joubert to 
the front in a splendidly fitted travelling 
wagon.

captured 1500 mules, a loss that must 
seriously

The attempt of the Boers to cut the

The wife of General Jan Kock has ar- 


rived at Ladysmith, under a flag of 
truce, to nurse her wounded husband. 
All the umvounded Boers prisoners have 
been sent to Durban, to prevent any at- 
tempt at rescue. 


The explanation of the alleged Boer 


massacre at Dundee appears to be that 
a portion of the town guard, although 
fairly warned by General Yule before 
his retirement, continued to carry arms, 
and 30 of them were shot before the 
Boers discovered who they were. 


The body of General Symons was 


buried without a coffln, shrouded in the 
union jack. 
Upon the papers found 


upon him was a telegram from Lady Sy- 
mons, congratulating him upon bis suc- 
cess.

British troops who left Ladysmith on 
Friday to meet the enemy returned 
Saturday after a slight brush, the Boers 
retiring on Elandslaagte.

could fight at greater advantage.

Later accounts of the first battle and 


the evacuation of Dundee do not give 
those affairs a rosier hue.

Dundee they Indulged in general loot- 
ing of stores, but, apparently, did not 
otherwise molest the populace.

Tne survivor effectually dam- 


aged the gun. 
Only two officers of the

showed a white flag, and asked a truce 
to bury their dead.

Navy Compelled Surrender. 


Washington, Oct. SO.—The bureau of 


naval intelligence has made public a 
very interesting document published in 
the official organ of th» minister of .war 
at Madrid and containing the sentence 
of the supreme council in, the proceedings 
instituted because of the capitulation of 
Santiago in the summer of 1898. The 
most interesting feature of the report is 
the fact that the court lays great stress 
upon the importance of tine American 
naval forces, and declares that without 
their co-operation it would have been 
impossible for the American forces to 
have compelled the surrender of San- 
tiago. The sentence of the court con- 
cludes by vindicating General Toral 
from any censure for tbe surrender of 
the city, stating that he "had used every 
means of defense required by the laws 
of honor and duty." The other defen- 
dants are exonerated, having acted un- 
der the instructions of their command- 
ing general, who in turn had the sanc- 
tion of hds home government for each 
step taken. 


Death of Commodore Perkins. 


Boston, Oct. 30.—Commodore George 


H. Perkins, U. S. N., retired, died of 
heart failure at his home here Saturday 
night. 
He was taken ill while, out driv- 


ing on Oct. 23, but his family anticipated 
early recovery. 
Trouble with his heart, 


however, developed during Saturday, 
and the end came peacefully. Com- 
modore Perkins was born-in Hopkinton, 
N. H., in 1S36. He served with distinc- 
tion throughout the Civil war. After 
the war he married the daughter' of 
William F. Weld of this city, one of 
the merchant princes of those days. 
His wife inherited many millions from 
her father, and she in turn left her 
wealth -to her husband.

Perkins retired in 1891, after 36 years of

service. 
His only daughter,

Notable Feat In Track Laying. 


Readville, Mass!, Oct. 30.—What is 


claimed by railroad contractors as a re- 
markable piece of construction work 
was accomplished here Sunday by the 
laying of 7% miles of standard 100-pound 
rails in the incredibly short time of 
practically five hours, or about 1 2-5 
miles an hour. The work wag done in 
the forenoon, and had to be so timed that 
it did not delay the regular traffic over 
the New York, New Haven and Hart- 
ford road at this point, which ordinarily 
is very heavy. In putting down the new 
rails the entire electrical arrangement 
of switches and signals was broken, and 
its re-establishment, a big task in itself, 
was accomplished tin even terms with 
the track work.

Havi Eloped From Mansfield, Mass. 


. Mansfield, Man., Oct. 30.—Tha little 
community of,East Manefleld has been 
•tlrred up and aroused' over the sudden 
flight of Mrs. Luella R-athbon from the 
bosom of her family, leaving behind her 
a distracted hus'band and a little child. 
What adds ftplc* to the occurrence Is the 
simultaneous disappearance of Bruce 
Kitchte, a young mason, employed in 
Mansfield, and1 whose previous attentions 
to Mrs. Ratibbon had' occasioned1 some 
comment. 


Mrs. Luella Rathbon, previous to her 


marriage to 'Herbert Rathbon, was a 
Miss Chapman, daughter of John Chap- 
man, a well-known, and most highly 
esteemed citizen of Mansfield. Her 
marriage occurred some six years ago 
when 18 years old, and her hus'band Is at 
present employed in a general store in 
Mansfield as a delivery clerk. 


Bave her little iboy, there was noi one 


about the house- last F.rlday afternoon 
when Mrs. Rathbon packed up her things 
and kissing her child goodi-by, promising 
to bring him some candy when she le- 
turned, and quietly leaving the house, 
boarded a trolley car for Mansfleld. At 
the depot she purchased a single ticket 
for Providence and presumably left on 
the 3:23 o'clock train for that place. That 
was the last seen of her by people of 
Mansfield. 


Fifteen minutes after her departure 


Bruce Ritchie was observed loitering 
near the depot, but shortly went away, 
and he also has not been seen since. 


Bruce Ritchie, though not related by 


blood, is by marriage indirectly con- 
nected with tfre partner of his supposed 
flight. 
IMs sister's husband is a cousin 


of Mrs. Rathbon, and it is owing to this 
that he formed her acquaintance. 
He 


has been in Mansfield but a little over 
a year, having previously, for a number 
of years, followed the sea, as a sailor in 
the United States navy. 


As Bruce Ritchie had often expressed 


a -desire to'migrate to Florida and en- 
gage in the business of a taxidermist, 
Mr. Chapman instructed Deputy Sheriff 
Perry of Bristol county, in whose hands 
he has placed the case, to proceed to 
Providence.

nell Monument and Home 


Boston, Oct. 30.—The battle for Ire- 


land's independence, that measure of hu- 
man happiness for which the people of 
that country have struggled for seven 
centuries, received a new impetus in a 
demonstration at the Boston threter last 
night, which was held for the purpose of 
saving the ancestral home of the Par- 
nells in Wicklow, and the erection of a 
monument to his memory in Dublin. 


It was for the purpose of furthering 


this object that Lord Mayor Tallon of 
Dublin and John E. Redmond are now in 
this country, and the warmth of the 
reception and the generous response to 
an appaal for funds to carry out the pro- 
ject, last night indicated that it has 
Boston's approval. 


It was a night of eloquence and pa- 


triotism; a night devoted to the con- 
demnation of the monarchial systems 
of government and the recognition of 
the public services of Parnell, the men- 
tion of whose name evoked the greatest 
applause, and the review of his parlia- 
mentary career, in the course of which 
he made and unmade British parties, 
called forth the strongest words of com- 
mendation from those who pleaded the 
cause he represented. 
Boston thaeter 


was one sea of faces, crowded from pit 
to gallery, cheering the utterances of 
Quinoy, Redmond, Emmett, Tallon and 
Capen<in a maBner that .left no doubt 
as to the popular demand for such a 
memorial to the Irish leader. 


Mayor Quincy presided "at the exer- 


cises, and when he appeared, with Mr. 
Tallon, with P. J. Flatley'escorting Mr. 
Redmond, the audience-loudly cheered. 
Seats of prominence were also given to 
the leaders of the Irish people from all 
parts of New England. 


The words wltfch Mayor Quincy used

KILLED 
BEFORE 
AN AUDIENCE 


Magician Either Made a Terrible Mistake or 


Wanted to End K*s Life. 


New York, Oct. 30.—Michael Ratal, a 


magician, died in Bellevue hospital yes- 
tei-day from bullet wounds inflicted by 
his assistant, Frank Benya, in an East 
Side hall Saturday night, while they 
were performing a feat of magic, in 
which Hatal was to have seemingly 
caught in Kis teeth bullets fired at him 
from a gun by Benya. 
Hatal himself 


loaded 
the gun, an 
old-fashioned 


musket, fired by a percussion cap. 
On 


top of the charge of powder he sup- 
posedly placed a "dummy" bullet that 
would crumble into powder when the 
musket was fired. Instead, he must 
have substituted two lead bullets of 33 
calibre. 
The Bellevue physicians re- 


port that one bullet went through the 
left lung, and the second just above and 
to the left side of the heart. Both passed 
entirely through the body. Hatal must, 
therefore, used at least four times the 
usual amount of powder. 


Betore giving the exhibition, Hatal 


asked for some one in the audier.ce who 
had been a soldier to fire the musket. 
Benya responded. 
"Fire otraight at 


me, but a little over to the left," said 
Hatal to Benya, back of the scenes, Just 
before they went on. 


As soon as Hatal had taken his po- 


sition before the audience he called to 
Benya in a loud voice: 
"Aim here," 


pointing to his breast. 
"Aim right at 


my heart; don't be afraid." 


Benya took the instructions literally 


and fired. Hatal threw his hands In the 
air and fell screaming to the floor. He 
was taken to the hospital, and died yes- 
terday, after making a statement ex- 
onerating Benya. 
It is not known 


whether Hatal made a blunder in load- 
ing the gun, or used leaden bullets, wish- 
Ing to be killed.

does dot seem to have set the 
Thames afire with his plays. His 


version of Heyermann's "The Ghetto" 
was so emasculated by Kyrle Bellew 
and Mrs. James Brown Potter, who 
presented it in London, that Fernald 
very sensibly refused to permit the use 
of his name on the paper or playbills. 
The piece failed there, of course, al- 
though it enjoyed a short lived success, 
after a fashion, in this city. Fernald's 
friends in England made the serious 
mistake, after "The Ghetto" fiasco, of 
inviting the public to wait until the 
production of "The Moonlight Blos- 
som," then impending. This was writ- 
ten exclusively by Fernald, and it was 
put on by an excellent company in 
precisely the manner desired by the 
author. Besides, the subject was pe- 
culiarly to Fernald's liking, as the 
•cene was laid in Japan. 


The piece, after the production, was 


regarded by most persons as being 
pretty nearly a failure, and as a result 
Fernald's stock as playwright has 
tumbled appreciably in London. It is 
argued by even the young 
man's 


friends in this country that if he was 
unable to write a successful play on an 
oriental subject, he need have little 
hope of succeeding with any other 
theme, for his training and researches 
have given him a decided advantage 
over the average author in the mat- 
ter of Chinese and Japanese literature. 


Fernald's well wishers would like to 


see him confine himself to story writ- 
ing, as they believe that he would 
speedily win international fame for 
himself in that field, and, while the re- 
muneration for one successful play is 
equal to that which goes with a score 
of stories, it is easier to write the score 
of good stories than it is to write the 
single play. Fernald's studies of Chi- 
nese life, which have appeared in the 
prominent magazines of this country, 
are as delightfully written as anything 
we have had from a native author dur- 
ing the past decade, and it does seem to 
be a mistake for him to wander into 
comparatively new fields in the vain 
effort to catch up with the elusive ignis 
fatuus of sudden wealth through the 
medium of play writing. 


Several years ago there was a little 


girl in this city who used to give imita- 
tions of the various actors and actress- 
es she had seen. These were usually 
done for the delectation of her parents' 
friends. A little later she attracted the 
attention of the Rosenfeld brothers, 
who were about to produce the miracle 
play, "Hannele." 
The child was en- 


gaged for the principal role, but the 
Gerry society interfered, as she was 
less than 16 years of age. A contract 
for the exploitation of the child's un- 
doubtedly remarkable ability had been 
entered into with the Rosenfelds, but 
for some reason the gcheme was aban- 
floned. 


The little girl was Alice Pierce. She 


was not heard of for some time, but 
finally bobbed up in England as an un- 
important member of Beerbohm Tree's 
company. Next she was touring the 
British provinces at the head of a 
"Belle of New York" company, play- 
Ing Edna May's role of the Salvation 
Army lassie. Then she went into the 
London music halls, where she gave 
limitations of popular favorites with 
much success. A trip to South Africa 
followed, and there she made a great 
hit. She will shortly return to London 
for an indefinite engagement, for the 
persevering little girl has developed 
Into a high class vaudeville attraction. 
Her salary is probably larger than that 
of many a leading woman at the prom- 
inent London theaters. 


Alice Pierce is a Boston girl. Her 


mother is an actress, but her father 
was a nonprofessional, having made an 
enviable reputation at the bar of hia 
native city. 


It Is interesting to note the methods 


femployed by those managers in this 
city who have certain so called dra- 
matic critics either allied to them by 
friendship or a community of interests. 
When one of these managers buys a 
play, you will see in the papers, apro- 
pos of nothing, some mention of the 
work in question, most frequently the 
bare statement that it has made a 
great success in London or Paris. Then 
watch the columns presided over by the 
friendly critics and in a few days you 
will almost surely find the announce- 
ment of the purchase of the aforemen- 
tioned play by the great manager. It 
may be rather an injustice to the un- 
•uspecting public, but no one can help 
admitting that the scheme is an ar- 
tistically shrewd one. The only trou- 
ble, of course, is that the public may 
eventually "get on to" the critics, and 
then the ,fat will be in the fire, for 
nothing they may print thereafter will 
be believed, whether it be true or false; 
whether it be a legitimate news item 
or a skillfully executed piece of press 
*rork. 


' It ie reported along the Rialto that 
a farce which has made a great hit at 
the Palais Royal, Paris, will shortly be 
presented in this city, the American 
rights having been secured a couple of 
weeks ago by a local manager. This 
farce is said to go the limit in the mat- 
ter of indelicacy, and if the suggestion 
ttf the Btory. which has already been 
published, be correct, the soft impeach- 
ment must be admitted. It is about as 
follows: A discussion between the chief 
of police and his friend results in a 
wager, the former declaring that his 
men are so efficient that they will, if 
instructed to do BO, render on the fol- 
lowing evening an accurate accounting 
of the doings of the private citizen in 


the interim, not omitting the slightest 
detail. That starts the play. 


The citizen, like most French "gen- 


tlemen," has not a very acute sense of 
honor, and, prior to the laying of the 
wager, he has been making desperate 
love to the wife of the police captain. 
She has not met his advances half way, 
but just at this juncture she is seized 
with a fit of jealousy and determines to 
meet her suitor that evening. She no- 
tifies him, and his efforts to keep the 
appointment 
without 
having 
the 


sleuths discover what he is about make 
the complications which are regarded 
as extremely amusing by the easily 
pleased French people. 


If an American playwright were to 


write such a farce and submit it to 
the leading managers of this country, 
he would stand about as much chance 
of having it produced as he would of 
winning the capital prize in a lottery 
which does not exist. 
But when the 


piece is offered to those same managers 
by a French dramatist or his agent 
they fairly tumble over each other in 
the effort to get it. The opportunity to 
advertise it as a Paris success, they 
fondly imagine, is worth a great deal 
of money, as the impression is thereby 
conveyed that the piece is irresistibly 
"risky," without the necessity for say- 
ing so in so many words. Hundreds of 
the "Low Brows" are attracted by this 
method, but no thought evidently is 
given to the tens of thousands of re- 
spectable persons who are thereby re- 
pelled. 
It would seem as though it 


were time for the officers of the law 
to step in and do some heroic disinfect- 
ing work on these so called "Paris suc- 
cesses." 


Theatrical managers are very much 


like a lot of very ordinary sheep. They 
will all stay in a fold of ridiculously in- 
adequate proportions until one of them, 
either because he has become tired of 
his quarters or by reason of some ac- 
cidental circumstance, gets over the 
fence and happens to find the browsing 
on the other side moderately good. Then 
the rest of the crowd pitch over pell- 
mell with as little reason for doing it 
as they previously had for not doing it. 


•Take the case of Dickens' "A Tale of 


Two Cities" as an example. I think it 
is well within bounds to say that tilers 
have been at least a score of dramatiza- 
tions of this book made since Dickens' 
time. I refer, of course, to those which 
got stage hearings. Then the man- 
agers, who had tried adaptations which 
were simply poor plays and therefore 
did not succeed, arrived at the sage 
conclusion that their failure was at- 
tributable to the fact that the novel 
was unfit for stage use. As a result the 
dictum went forth that any man who 
contemplated producing a dramatiza- 
tion of "A Tale of Two Cities" should 
be regarded with suspicion. 


It never seemed to occur to any of 


these brainy gentlemen that the fault 
lay with their versions of the novel. 
When, therefore, Charles Frohman con- 
cluded to produce "The Only Way," it 
was confidently predicted that the piece 
would be a failure. Instead, it is a big 
box office success, and now there are 
to be any number of sheeplike imita- 
tions by other managers. 


Among those which either have been 


produced or whose owners are willing 
to have them tried may be mentioned 
"Destiny," "His Way" and "A Tale of 
Two Cities." Most of these plays found- 
ed on Dickens' novel will now receive 
respectful consideration from the very 
managers who but a short time ago 
would have laughed them to scorn. 
This change in attitude is due simply 
to the fact that one man has made a 
success with one version of the story. 


It is precisely the same way with 


the plays dealing with Jewish life. A 
year or two ago a drama in which most 
of the principal roles were Jews was 
rejected by several managers for no 
other reason than that the public would 
take no interest in a play in which the 
Jew was exploited. 
Liebler & Com- 


pany of this city, however, became 
convinced that a dramatization of Is- 
rael Zangwill's "Children of the Ghet- 
to" would be well received, and im- 
mediately there were announcements of 
half a dozen Jewish plays. "The Ghet- 
to" was put on by Jacob Litt at the 
Broadway theater in this city. "Zorah" 
was produced, I think, by the same 
manager, and there are more to follow. 
Talk about sheep following the bell- 
wether! They are simply "not in It" 
with the theatrical managers of the 
United States. 


Grace Golden, the sweet faced and 


talented young prima donna soprano 
of the Castle Square Opera company, 
attached to the American theater' of 


of the most prominent comic opera fig- 
ures in America, but her ambition waa 
not satisfied, and a year or so ago sha 
resigned from the Castle Square com- 
pany to go to Paris, where she put 
herself under the instruction of the 
world's greatest vocal masters. She re- 
turned home a, short time ago, fully 
equipped, as matters turned out, for tha 
best sort of work in grand opera. 


Miss Golden is a New York girl who 


is generally regarded as being reason- 
ably certain before long to attain the 
distinction attached to connection with 
the Metropolitan Opera company con- 
ducted by Maurice Grau, and, if she 
should ever have ths opportunity, there 
need be no fear that she will fall short, 
for, allied to her charms of person and 
voice, she possesses the indefatigable 
spirit which so greatly makes for suc- 
cess in the profession she has chosen. 
Miss Golden's good sense has been am- 
ply demonstrated on numbers of oc- 
casions when she has had the moral 
courage to resist tempting offers to 
star at the head of a company bearing 
her name. She had made grand opera 
the goal of her ambition, and she has 
succeeded in reaching it in spite of the 
discouragements inseparable from a 
stage career.

''Cavalleria Rusticana," a few years 
ago was asked to entertain the royal 
court in Rome. He did so, and de- 
lighted his audience. When he had fin- 
ished playing, he started a conversation 
with a little princess who had stood 
near the piano during the recital and 
had showed every sign of deep interest. 
As a matter of fact, she had been in- 
structed by her mother to say, if any 
question should be asked, "that Mas- 
cagni was the greatest musician in 
Italy." 


The composer asked her which of 


the great living masters she liked best, 
and the proud mother turned toward 
the child to hear the pretty little speech 
which had been taught to her. Instead 
of the compliment came the withering 
remark: 


"There &r& no great masters living. 


They are all dead." 


The musician gave a little start and 


then said: 


"Your excellency, permit me to con- 


gratulate you. You are the most truth- 
ful critic in Europe." 
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"i THE superficial observer it would 
appear that Harvard passed the 
crucial point in her athletic career 


when she won the collegiate football 
championship last fall and signally de- 
feated both Pennsylvania and Yale. 
Those on the inside, however, know 
better. There are lots of carping critics 
and partisans still left at Cambridge 
who decry the great results that the 
change of policy has wrought in the 
fortunes of the crimson. 


When year after yearuthe end of the 


season found the Cantabs defeated and 
charges of mismanagement and, worse 
still, of undue favoritism, were brought 
against those in authority, there weije 
always plenty of alumni and others to 
stand up for their college. 


The cry, however, became too insistent 


to be unheeded, and last year Jack Mc- 
Masters took charge of the football 
squad on condition that he should not 
be dictated to, but must have entire 
control of the team and say which men 
should be trained and pronounce on 
their fitness to play on the eleven. 


The result every one knows, and it 


is to vindicate the new policy and give 
critics no possible chance to say that 
the victory last fall was a mere chance 
and not necessarily the outcome of the 
new methods that the players and their 
well wishers are exerting themselves 
to turn out a winning team this season. 


If Harvard wins from Pennsylvania 


and Yale, oV, at, any rate, beats one of 
them and sustains defeat at the hands 
of the other only after an honorable 
struggle and good fight, then it will 
mean the permanent establishment of 
the new policy and will be of incaleula- 
ble value to the great university in 
athletic matters.

winter for the bicycle races at Madison 
Square Garden, New York, is a good 
example of the latest developments in 
banking. The flooring on the turns on 
this track will rise at an angle of 60 
degrees. 
How steep this is may be 


gathered from the fact that a 6 foot 
man standing at the lower edge of the 
bank can touch the track when stand- 
ing upright by merely holding his arm 
out straight. 


When two riders are abreast, the one 


on the outside will be completely above 
the other, so that, when viewed from 
the opposite side of the building, the 
whole wheel of the farther rider will be 
in sight above his opponent, even to 
the lower rims of his tires.

Having this is based on the fact that 
the Transvaal people arc a much murf 
highly civilized people than th<2 iu- 
liabitants nt '.'ID Philippines. The peo- 
ples of the higher civilization do the;.- 
battles as they do their business, with 
nil their energy anu all possible des- 
patch. The things of society have too 
f;n?at a hold on them because of being 
o fej)ly touted in them, for them to go 
nn \, nil Ing without regard to time or 
cunpf'iu' nee. They take up their arms 
r.ntl Tight for a cause and, whe . de- 
fr-ated, lay their arms down again to 
taku up the social 
constructive life. 


The people oi the Transvaal are such 
people. They now entertain a hope of 
victory, but they will be disillusioned. 
They will then forsake war and apply 
themselves to acts of peace. 


It is not so with the peonie of the 


Philippines. t The value of the con- 
structive social life is of little im- 
portance to them. Their life Is much 
more In existing than it is In doing. 
and for a» notion they would exist In 
trenches or mountainous retreats at 
CMuUlf W they would on the farm or ill 


tho market place . In this they differ 
radically from the people of the South 
African republic, but they differ no 
more Jn this than they do in thalr sub- 
mission to leadership. It is their lack 
"f deep-seated social purpose and their 
insusceptibility to leadership that in- 
volves them In almost constant revol- 
ution. Being: without the social pur- 
pose they are easily won from peace 
to war by the persuasion of a self- 
appointed chief and are as easily held 
on the side of turmoil by the repeated 
pleading 
of that persuasion. 
"With 


that persuasion hanging heavily on 
their ears it is almost impossible to 
win them back to the state of stable 
peace which Is the coveted state of the 
more advanced in the inarch of civili- 
zation. 


It is against this that our army and 


commissioners 
have been laboring 


these tedious months in the Philippines. 
It Is against this that they must con- 
tinue to labor and it is this that will 
prolong the insurrection in the Philip- 
pines. The only method is to crush the 
present movement, destroy or remove 
the persuasive leaders in it and ever 
after to promptly and forcefully meet 
all tendencies toward disruption. If 
this be subjugation its results will be 
better results than, what would come 
from a state of anarchy. 


Concerning the matter of content- 


ment at home: We shall not be con- 
tent until a state of peace reigns in the 
Philippines, for until that is a fact we 
shall be troubled by the prophets of 
calamity. A speedy termination of the 
Transvaal war will give these prophets 
room to pour curses on our heads.

Among the Boers 


Since my return to civilized lands I 


bave found that the general impression 


with regard to the South African Boer 
is that he la a much maligned and 
abused individual, of stern religious 
convictions, simple, honest and indus- 
trious, who only asks to be let alone to 
enjoy the fruits of his labor, and sit 
with his "vrouw en landers" beneath 
his own vine and fig tree. This pic- 
ture, I regret to say, is far from por- 
traying- the real character of the Boera 
as a class; naturally here and there 
may be found a shining exception, but 
takeu as a whole, the Boer race, both 
men and women, are as unsavory a 
crew in manners and morals as it has 
been my misfortune to meet in Africa, 
Europe or America. I do not speak on 
this point without warrant, as from 
my opportunities as a medical man'a 
wife, living absolutely among them for 
so many years, I was able to personally 
see and know of details concerning 
their family lives to an extent that to 
most "Uitlanders" would have been 
quite impossible, nd which seem al- 
most incredible when related at sec- 
ond hand. 


At "Naachtmaal," their special Com- 


munion service, which takes place In 
the Dutch church once In three months, 
the village would be full of Boers 
from the outlying farma, who drove 
in and stayed several days in the small 
houses of the village—men, women and 
children herded together like sheep in 
a pen. 


Almost the first thing to do on enter- 


ing town, after "outspannlng" the 
horses, was to visit the doctor for 
some real or fancied ailment. Medicine 
taking is to them a pleasing dissipa- 
tion, and the nastier the mixture In 
taste and smell, the greater faith they 
repose In its efficiency. A small medi- 
cine vial of teaspoon doses, to be taken 
two or three times a day, Is regarded 


j with a contemptuous and 
doubting 


eye, but a full-sized black* beer Bot- 
tle of some nauseous concoction,? with 
instructions to swallow two large 
tablespoonfuls every few hours, will be 
borne away with much complacency; 


and, 
indeed, if the 
patient be not 


warned, double the dose ordered by the 
doctor will be taken in'many cases, 
with the idea that it is impossible to 
have too much of a good thing. 


There Is also a fearful joy in gazing 


at a tooth-pulling or the lancing of 
an abcess, performed on some relative 
or friend. Moreover, they never, if 
they can possibly avoid it, pay cash but 
request that the 
amount may be 


"charged" heaving a satisfied sigh, 
with a sort of "Thank God, that's set- 
tled!" expression on seeing the sum 
entered in the debit book. 


Always upon Naachtmaal days, be- 


fore the usual rush to the doctor's of- 
fice commenced, it was quite customary 
to carefully put away, and lock up. all 
small articles of value; sad experience 
having taught that anything possible 
to pocket, whicL might inadvertently be 
left lying about, would inevitably dis* 
appear to the capacious recesses 
of 


some Boer or Boeressfs garments. They 
feel no shame at all in stealing, and 
think it is a really "slim" (clevert thing 
to- get the better of one* another or, 
best of all, cheat a "verdomde rooinek." 


The shopkeepers used, as a matter of 


course, to remove from the counters 
all small packets of goods, like candies, 
etc., knowing1 well the acquisitive nat- 
ure rf their customers; and these were 
godly people who had sometimes jour- 
neyed many miles to attend the special 
communion service! They are a trying 
race to attend in sickness. If the medi- 
cines prescribed do not have an Imme- 
diate effect, they are fond of supple- 
menting them with mysterious 
and 


wonderful t .mcoctions known as "huls 
medicinen" (house medicines), which 
sometimes combi'nie with the doctor's 
prescriptions in producing curious and 
^uprising symptoms,

these few samples will be sufficient, il- 
lustration on this point.—An English- 
woman in Frank Leslie's Popular 
Monthly for November.

who would rather flght than eat They 
compose the Thirty-third regiment of 
the United States volunteers, recruited 
in Texas, Arizona, New Mexico, Ar> 
kansas and the Indian Territory. 
No 


regiment in Uncle Sam's service can 
boast of more picturesque 
features 


than this one, says the New York Her- 
ald. It is almost entirely made up of 
the sort of men who Theodore Roose- 
velt said "make the best all round sol- 
diers and the finest cavalrymen In the 
world"—the sun browned, rawboned 
danger tried rangers of the southwest- 
ern plains. 


These men of the Thirty-third flght 


equally well on horse or afoot They 
ride like centaurs, march like veter- 
ans, are at home in the open or the 
chaparral and are dead shots always. 
Among them are descendants of Crock- 
ett, Houston, Travers and Bowie and 
many another American pioneer who 
died with his boots on while fighting to 
free Texas from the Mexican yoke. 
Whole companies of the regiment have 
seen service in the ranks of the Texas 
rangers, an organization which fought 
Indians, bandits and cattle thieves, the 
like of which no other state in the Un- 
ion has ever possessed. 


The commander of the Thirty-third 


is Colonel Luther R. Hare, a West 
Pointer of the class of 1874, and a son 
of Judge Silas Hare, who ably repre- 
sented one of the Texas districts in 
congress for several terms, but was 
finally succeeded by Joseph W. Bailey, 
when the Judge's constituents learned 
that he had been seen in Washington 
wearing a "swallowtail" coat at an 
evening reception. Colonel Hare was 
formerly a captain in'the Seventh 
United 
States cavalry—the famous 


regiment of the lamented Ouster—and 
at the battle of Little Big Horn, in 
which Ouster was killed, 
Captain 


Hare was in command of a body of 
Indian scouts. At the beginning o 
the war with Spain he was made colo 
nel of the First Texas cavalry. 


Among the daredevil fighters in th 


rank and file of the Thirty-third regi 
ment are many men who have figured 
bravely both in open battle and in 
typical Indian warfare. 
One of the 


moat notable of these Is Lee Hall, a 
first lieutenant, who for five years was 
a captain of Texas rangers, and wa 
known to and feared by almost every 
desperado in the southwest 
How 


much of a terror he was to the bad 
men of Texas may be guessed from thi 
fact that in one year of his service in 
the rangers he and tis men captnret 
76 murderers, 175 cattle thieves and 45 
highway robbers. In all they made 
579 arrests during that single year 
and never bothered their heads to ef 
feet the capture of a criminal of 'a 
lesser grade than cattle thief. 


Six feet tall, well proportioned am 


with a face as brown as a tanned skin 
Captain Hall is a soldier worth look 
ing at. In his company are a dozen 
men who served under him In the 
Texas rangers, and all are like him 
brawny and muscular, fighters from 
their youth up and trained to endura 
almost any degree of hardship. 


Second Lieutenant Donald 0. Me 


Clelland is another noted character in 
the Thirty-third. Brave, did you ask? 
Well, for one thing he rushed up the 
hill at San Juan, was shot in the left 
shoulder, the right hip, the left side, 
the right kneecap and the right arm, 
but in spite of all this peppering with 
Mauser bullets he kept on, reaching 
the summit of the hill, and did his 
share of the fighting from the capture^ 
blockhouse afterward. 


There are a score of Indians in the 


Thirty-third, 
among them 
Charley 


Griffin, Robert Nave and Tilden Hayes, 
all half blood Cherokees. 
Griffin is 


one of the crack shots of the regiment 
and Just before it broke camp in San 
Francisco he hit the bullseye five out 
of six times at a distance of 500 yards. 
Tilden Hayes, who was born in 1876, 
is almost as good a shot as Griffin, his 
record being four bullseyes out of six, 
also at 500 yards. Peter Nail, of Choc 
taw blood, was for years a member of 
the Indian police in the Choctaw Na 
tion. He has "killed bis man" several 
times over and had many an encounter 
with desperadoes bent upon murder or 
train robbery. Peter is now a private 
in the Thirty-third and looks forward 
with positive pleasure to the expected 
meeting with Aguinaldo's little men. 


Lieutenant Colonel -Breleton is anoth- 


er of these daring fighters. He has 
Been service on the plains and'is an old 
hand at guerrilla tactics. He was a 
captain in the Twenty-fourth infantry 
during the Cuban campaign and was 
Jn the thick of the fighting around El 
Caney and Santiago. At the first men- 
tioned place be was shot through the 
hip, 
and his gallantry In battle won 


him promotion to his present rank. 


There are a few "tenderfeet" in the 


Thirty-third regiment—good fighting 
material, though, they are; for exam- 
ple, Major John A. Logan, son of the I 
late distinguished general of the name] 
^but nine-tenths of the members are 
fellows after its colonel's own heart, 
men who can flght Indians and beat 
them at their own game and can there-1 
fore pump lead into elnsive Filipinos 
from rice swamps or bamboo thickets, 
with never a whimper because of wet1 
feet, rheumatic limbs or hunger.

THE DUBLIN FUSILEERS. 


They Come From India*—Royal Rifle* 


Originally Recrnitcd In America. 
The dispatches from South Africa, 


and especially those describing the 
fighting at Glencoe, have undoubtedly 
led to some confusion in American 
minds because of the way which the 
British army has of designating regi- 
ments. The method at present in use 
is called the territorial system. The 
Royal Dublin fusileers, to whom, ac- 
cording to one dispatch, the credit for 
the capture of the Boers' position 
should be accorded, is a regiment 
raised in India some 200 years ago, 
which in all probability has never been 
In Ireland. 


it got the name probably for the rea- 


son that at the time of the reorganize 
tion of the army in 1881 three battal- 
ions of Irish militia were attached to 
It as Its reserve. These militia bat- 
talions are the Dublin city militia, the 
Dublin county militia and the Kildare 
rifles. The two battalions of the regi- 
ment at present in active service were 
at one time two separate regiments in 
India. Originally they were raised by 
the British East India company, and 
they are the oldest of the old Indian 
regiments. 


The second battalion which, accord- 


Ing to the dispatches, stormed the 
Boers' stronghold received the name 
of the "old toughs," because of Its rec- 
ord in the campaigns in Ildia and be- 
cause of its service there it has always 
been well known to Englishmen when 
the two battalions were united to form 
the Dublin fusileers. 
The regiment 


took for its motto two Latin words 
meaning "we are Judged by our deeds." 
They wear the regular British Infantry 
uniform, the scarlet coat having light 
bine facings. 


The Royal Rifle corps, which Is re- 


ported to have lost heavily in its 
charge on the Boers, is noted for the 
small size of its members. They are 
all little men, the average height being 
5 feet 6. They wear a distinctive uni- 
form of dark green with black facings. 
The Royal Rifle corps has always been 
a favorite organization with the Eng- 
lish, being composed of daredevils with 
a lot of England's bad boys in its rank. 
The regiment, it may be Interesting to 
know, was originally raised in Amer- 
ica. It was recruited in New York un- 
der a special order in 1755, and was 
known then as the Sixty-second Royal 
American regiment of foot. As such it 
fought with Wolfe before Quebec. The 
members of the present corps are said 
to be trained to serve as cavalry upon 
occasion and their marksmanship is 
particularly fine.

What One Beari In tlie Telephone. 
"It is very hard to realize that the 


voice one hears over the telephone is 
not the voice of the person who is 
talking," said an electrician, chatting 
about the oddities of the business. 
"It 


seems exactly lite the real tones, 
drawn out thin and small and carried 
from a long distance by some mechan- 
ical means, but it isn't. 
When one 


speaks into the instrument, a little 
diaphragm, like a drumhead, begins to 
vibrate, and each vibration sends a 
wave of electricity over the wire. These 
waves set up n mimic vibration in an- 
other diaphragm at the opposite end, 
which jars the air and produces an 
imitation of the original voice. 


"That's not a very scientific explana- 


tion, but it's accurate. The autograph- 
telegraph, which makes a facsimile of 
handwriting, is a fair parallel. You 
write your message with a pen, at- 
tached to a special electric apparatus, 
and a little ink siphon at the other end 
of the line exactly imitates every dot 
and curve. The result seems like the 
real thing, bnt is merely a first class 
counterfeit. It's the same way exactly 
with the voice in the "phone."—New Or- 
leans Times-Democrat.

The exhibit of the Johns Hopkins 


university, including that of the Medi- 
cal school, for the Paris exposition is 
being prepared trader the direction of 
Mr. Nicholas Murray, librarian of the 
university. The collaction will be for- 
warded to the United States commis- 
sioners at Washington, by whom it 
will be sent to Paris, arriving there 
the last of December or the first part 
of Jannary, says the New York Sun. 
The contribution of Johns Hopkins 
will form a part of the educational ex- 
hibit of the United States. The uni- 
versity has been asked to send articles 
relating to its scientific publications; 
to its work in the physical laboratory 
as illustrated by the spectrum, maps 
and the celebrated concave gratings of 
Professor Rowland; to -work In geolo- 
gy as shown by the surveys; to work 
in the biological sciences, especially in 
anatomy, physiology and pathology. 


The exhibit of the Medical school 


will be Included in this last division. 
It will consist of plates illustrating tho 
work done in the laboratory course 
and of publications reporting the origi- 
nal investigations which are being car- 
ried on tinder the auspices of the Med- 
ical school. 


The exhibit of the Johns Hopkins 


press will be put in a separate block in 
the collection of American publica- 
tions. In connection with the Medical 
school exhibit will be shown the Johns 
Hopkins hospital reports, now in the 
eighth. volume; the Hospital Bulletin, 
closing its tenth volume, and The Jour- 
nal of Experimental Medicine, edited 
by Dr. William H. Welch, professor of 
pathology.

AUTOMATIC FOG HORN. 


Yaiee ef an Electrical Siren Witt 


'Warn Mariner*. 


The biggest, noisiest and most useful 


danger signal ever devised has just 
been adopted by the Dominion govern- 
ment, and the first of these safeguards 
against disastrous wrecks is to be 
erected at Vancouver, B. C. The de- 
vice is a combination of the principle 
of the electrically vibrated diaphragm 
with two hnge megaphones, each of 
which emits & deafening roar alternate 
ly, giving forth a sound that can be 
heard for miles around. In connection 
with the roar of the hnge electric siren, 
there is a flashlight that can be seen 
far out to. sea. 


The whole mechanism ia worked by 


clockwork, the light flashing oat for 
40 seconds and the siren's roar being 
heard for the remaining 20 seconds of 
the minute. When once wound np the 
signal does its work for a week with- 
out attention other than a visit every 
other day or so to oil the machinery 
and make sure that everything is in or- 
der. 


The inventor of the apparatus, which 


Is regarded as an absolute preventer of 
accidents through ships running on the 
rocks in a fog or through the mistak- 
ing of signal lights, is Mr. A. G. Tro- 
deau of Ottawa.

Morning. Eleven Chinaman Fined 


$5 Each for Watching a Game. 


Other Court Cases 


Why raid the poor, Inoffensive China- 


men 
for playing 
fan-tan, and let 


the Sunday golf players go free? 


This was the question raised by the 


defense at the trial of the 11 Chinamen 
who were arrested a week ago last 
evening, and whose cases were heard 
this morning. Lawyer Couch appeared 
for the entire fan-tan outfit, and made 
his chief point in defpnse on the stat- 
ute in regard to Sunday gaming, under 
which the Chinamen were arrested. He 
claimed that the laundry in which the 
game was played was not a public 
place at the time, being the home of 
some of the Chinamen, and having 
locked doors and drawn curtains. He 
raised the question as to whether, since 
the offense charged was not gambling, 
but merely gaming on the Lord's day, 
a family group playing the game of 
scripture texts in a private parlor on 
Sunday afternoon was not as liable as 
the game of fan-tan played 
in 
the 


Chinamen's home. If one was not il- 
legal, he asked why the other should 
be so declared. And he asked more 
forcibly why the Sunday golf players, 
who were clearly breaking the law in 
regard to Sunday gaming (n a public 
place, should not be brought into court. 


Judge Phelps held that discretion 


I must be used in interpreting 
the 


j statute and in deciding what a public 


place was, and fined each of the 11 
Chinamen $5 for being present where a 
game was in progress. For 
taking 


part in the game all were discharged, 
as no one could tell just which of the 
Chinamen were playing. 


The trial was a long one, and pre- 


sented a number of amusing features 
which a crowded court room appre- 
ciated 


The four officers who made the raid, 


Captain Dineen and Officers Walsh, 
Rosasco and Reagan, were the only 
ones who testified. 


Their stories were practically 
the 


same, and told of the breaking into the 
laundry and the attempt of some of 
the Chinamen to escape as has been al- 
ready reported in the papers. Each was 
asked to identify the Chinamen whom 
he saw playing, and there was a good 
deal of fun in trying to distinguish the 
Celestials. 


Captain Dineen pointed out three of 


whom he was sure, and when he came 
to look for a fourth whom he said he 
should recognize, declared that he was 
not present. As there were 11 China- 
men on hand, he inferred that a dummy 
had been brought into court. All the 
Chinamen smiled broadly at this, and 
in fact they were most interested when 
they were asked to stand up for better 
id-n'^fleation by the different jlwit- 
ness. a. 


it developed during the trial that Ah 


Moon wat, banker, and had made the 
?1S.2» during the course of the evening's 
play. It was also testified that Ah 
Moon accused Ah Yuen of stealing $50 
from him just before the officers made 
their entrance. This, however, did not 
interfere with the d°fensa's claim that 
it was a quiet Sunday gams. 


Each officeu \\as asked to describe 


the game of fan-tan, and poker terms 
were promisciously used to tell what 
the Chinamen were doing. 


When the fines were announced, there 


was a great time for the laundrymen, 
and the officers had a good deal of 
trouble in keeping them all in till the 
required $55 was anted up. The Ce- 
lestials finally got together the amount 
and returned to their Monday's wash- 
ing.
